Frances was one of 2 women in the pharmacy school 
in 1916. Rose Freedman was the other. Rose 
introduced her to her brother Joseph, a young lawyer in 
Memphis Tennessee. These are the letters that they 
wrote to each other through their courtship and 
marriage. They were separated for many years, until 
their reunion to begin their life together in May, 1919. 

Frances was the 1st woman Pharmacist in New York 
City in Bellevue Hospital. Joseph was a struggling 
attorney in Memphis, and some of the time, in WWI, 
was stationed in New York. 

Frances opened her drug store, Dixie Drugs, in 
Memphis when she moved to Tennessee, and 
proceeded to break ground as a woman and business 
owner in the early part of the 20th Century 

My mother, Jacqueline Freedman Bank was born in 
1920. 

Sadly, Joseph died in 1929, complications from a 
beating he received as a result of his lawyering. 

Frances, then a single mother, continued to run her drug store and built many apartment/shot gun 
houses, making them the 1st apartments for "negros" that had heaters and indoor plumbing, (see 
articles in this portfolio) 

These letters reveal a love that endured many years apart. They reveal a woman I, her granddaughter, 
never really knew.

Memorandum for all Members of Marine Corps Reserve In District # 2. 


Owing to the fact that only a few of the men enrolled in the 
Marine Corps Reserve in this District, have complied with the 
Regulations, covering the service of the Marine Corps Reserves, 
the following regulations are quoted for your information. 

The recruiting district *n which yow reside is your reserve 
district and the officer in charge is your commanding officer. 

You are required to report to the commanding officer giving 
your address and occupation. If this has not been done you 
should do it immediately. Your attention is called to the 
penalty in the next paragraph for not reporting your address. 

That any change of address must be promptly reported to your 
commanding officer, as he has to notify the paymaster before a 
check can be sent you. Penalty for noncompliance will be the 
stoppage of your retainer pay. ~~ ~ 


That all requests for active duty for training or requests 
of any character are to be made to your commanding officer, 
either in person or by letter. 

Uniform shall be worn on active service and may be worn on 
occasions of ceremony at other times. No article of uniform 
shall be worn with civilian dress • 

3n the event that any member shall transfer to another re- 
serve district, the service record book and health record shall 
be forwarded to the commanding officer of the reserve district 
in which the member is to reside. 

You are required to report to your commanding officer any 
serious illness or injury occurring while not engaged in active 
service training, in order that your fitness for retention in 
the reserve may be determined without delay*

Members may be transferred upon their own request from one 
class to another class for which qualified; and may in time of 
war volunteer for and be assigned to duties prescribed for any 
class which they may be deem3d competent to perform.
